Building 
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With its completion date some 
eight months in the future, the 
first step towards the . actual 
construction of the new YM- 
YWCA building on East Main 
St. was taken yesterday, with 
the official sod turning. 

William Sutherland, chairman 
of the building committee was 
aided by two children, Donna 
Beauparlant and Richard Gan- 
ton, in wielding the silver spade 
that turned the first symbolic 
piece of soil. Then, the trio 
raised a YM-YWCA flag on the 
flagpole, which will mark the 
construction site. The two chil- 
ren were a symbolic addition 
o the ceremony to represent the 
oys and girls which the Y will 
serve. 

AWARD CONTRACT 

In addition, the announcement 
was made of the awarding of the 
contract of some $455,000 for the 
construction of the building to 
Newman Bros, of St. Catharines, 
the lowest of seven bidders. 
Architects are the firm of 
Gerenscer and Russell. 

When completed, the building 
will house a 70 foot by 25 foot 
swimming pool, an auditorium, 
two sets of change rooms, an ad- 
ministrative office, a club room 
and a double activity room, on 
the site of what was once branch 
4 of the Royal Canadian Legion. 

Vincent Peters, the chairman 
of the day’s ceremonies, said 
that a surge of interest in the 
Y in 1955 “set the course for 
today’s ceremonies”. He noted 
the committees which had been 
behind the building and the 
campaign workers, and com- 
mented, “This is their moment 
of glory — their dream come 
true — to seen the turning of 
the sod for the Welland area 
YM-YWCA building. 

FIRST STAGE
